ALLIANCE JOINS ANTI.
TUBERCULOSIS MOVEMENT

When The Herald joined the antl
tuberculosis movement and Inunched
0 campaign to get this part of the
west inferested In the matter, thore
seomied to be so little Interest that
it looked lke n hard proposition.One
prominent man, formerly pastor of
one of the churches of the city, when
requested by the editor to speak pub-
liely on the sabject, volced what ap-
pearad to be the sentiment of many
when he replied that he thought
there was no need of it, as there
was no tuberculosis here. But The
Herald kept on agitating,and agita-
tlon means education; and education
means action, where action is need-
od. As a result interest has grown
beyond otr most sangulne expecta-
tions.

Last Sunday was known a8 “‘Tuber-
culosis Sunday™, The subject was
taken up at several of the ehurches
of the city, and there s now an un-
precedented interest. This Interest
has not taken the form of fright,
for which there I8 no necessity, but
Is due largely to the knowledge that
tuberculosis CAN BE PREVENTED,
and possibly cured in  its incipient
stages, by proper dlet, right exercise,
fresh air, sunlight and favorable cli-
mate,

The state legislature at its recent
sesgion made an appropriation of
$40,000 to establish a tuberculosis
hospltal in western Nebraska. Alll
ance would be the ideal locstion for
such an Institution, and some effort
is being made we undersaind to se-
cure It for this eity, but there are
others who are doubtful about it be
ing & bénefit to the city, and are
more than willing for some other
community to get it

Whether the state tuberculosis hos-
pital Is located at Alllunce or not,
The Herald will continue agitation In
the Interest of humanity to help
stawp out consymption, “she . whtite
plague™,
the press service of the Natlonal As-
socintion for the Study and Preven-
tlon of Tuberculosls because we have
felt that in so doing we were doing
a good service to humanity,

From statistics published today In
the new Tuberculosis directory of the
Natlonal Association for the Study
und Prevention of Tuberculosis, It
is nscertained that over 600 citles
and towns of the United States, be-
sides about 100 in Canada, are of-
ized In the war against consump-
tion, and that on April st there
wvere nearly 1500 agencles at  work
in the crusade, an Increase of nearly
700 per cent in the last seven years.

The new directory lists 421 tuber-
culosis sanatorin, hospitals and day
camps; 611 associatlons and commit-
tees for the prevention ol tuberculo-
sig; M42 special dispensaries; 68 open
ulr schools; 98 hospitals for the in-
sane and penal Institutions making
special provigion for their tuberculo-
sig inmates; besides glving an ae-
count of the anti-tuberculosis legis-
Iation o every state and In  about
250 elties. The directory, which is
the third of it8 Kind that has
been published in this country, gives
the most complete survey of the an-
ti-tuberculosis movement that can be
secured, and shows the remarkable
growth of thisn campalgn In the last
geVven Years The first directory
in 1804 showed only 183 organizations
and institutions in the entire United
States The second directory in
1908 reported 649 different agoncles
with 1440 In the
